EDITORIALS 


THE ABUSES OF POWER (A SEQUEL) 


A quarter of a century ago, as today, senatorial committees 
were chivying citizens, and some of the witnesses were also 
being arrested or running away. But they were businessmen. 
For instance: Oilman Harry F. Sinclair, who hired detectives 
to shadow a federal jury in the Teapot Dome prosecution, 
went to jail for contempt; Utility Magnate Samuel Insull was 
hiding abroad under various pseudonyms; the Senate Civil 
Liberties Committee exposed a nest of labor-espionage agen- 
cies, many of which burned their financial records. In those 
pre-Wagner Act days unions were very much the underdog. 

In Washington now the same kind of show is on again, 
but with a dramatic reversal of the roles. As Senator John 
Mc is Arkansas gimlet deeper into the curi 
workings of the Teamsters’ union, it is evident that unions 
have not only grown to great strength and power, but some 
of them, like some tycoons of old, have started abusing it. 

Curiously, even some of the individual roles seem to be 
re-enacted. Harry Sinclair's union parallel is Jimmy Hoffa, 
the Teamsters’ sawed-off shotgun of Detroit, who is charged 
with being brazen enough to think he could bribe his w: 
into the secrets of the Senate committee. Sam Insull’s flight 
to Europe has its sequel in Teamster Boss Dave Beck’s. He 
had just sat down to perform at an international labor con- 
ference in Europe when his credentials were summarily with- 
drawn by the White House: then Beck flew back to Seattle 
under the pseudonym of “D. David”; and instead of express- 
ing any indignation at the malodors of his union he boasted 


“lellan twists 


that within six months all would be forgotten. As for the 
burned records of old, it seems that the Teamsters also have 
been burning some of theirs—and Beck is reluctant to let the 
Senate look at his own personal accounts. 

What all this shows, of course, is that unrestrained power 
corrupts any possessor, capitalist or unioneer. The abuses of 
capital led to far-flung punitive restraints, which penalized 
the guilty and the innocent alike. Unless labor quickly and 
thoroughly cleans its own house, the public will demand 
equally harsh restraints on clean unions as well as dirty ones. 

Most of the crimes being exposed by the McClellan com- 
mittee are already covered by existing laws, Not new laws but 
the enforcement of old ones is needed here. A vigilant press 
and a responsive community can correct the worst abuses— 
as the Oregonian and a grand jury in Portland are doing. 

Nevertheless, some federal restraints upon big unions may 
ry. The unions are unquestionably engaged in inter- 
state commerce. Since they enjoy the benefits of the Wagner 
ct, minimum codes of conduct could be required of them. 
‘Among these should be 1) audited statements of receipts and 
expenditures, kept in permanent records and made regularly 
available to all members; 2) a full accounting of management 
of union welfare funds; 3) the guarantee of regular, free elec- 
tions with secret ballots. The U.S. labor movement, which 
has had many selfless leaders and its share of martyrs, must 
not allow its new malefactors to stain this heritage or cloud 
labor's rightful future in a dynamic and healthy democracy 
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THE MISUSES OF MONEY (A MORAL) 
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Inflation, that insidious debaser of a nation’s values, has long 
been at work in our society. Of all the things you could once 
buy for a nickel—a phone call, a hot dog, a large candy bar, a 
pack of gum—only the gum remains.

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Federal Trade Commission, which charges that the suggestions 
made in his book will not cure any form of arthritis, and hence 
that the book has been falsely advertised, is also annoyed. The 
commission began legal action against him last November in Hart- 
ford, Conn, and later hearings were held in New York, Buffalo and 
Ann Arbor, Mich, The commission’s decision has not yet been 
handed down. 

Alexander himself is perplexed and hurt. He feels that he has 
done a service to mankind and that the government and the “medi- 
cal trust” are picking on him for no reason. 

‘There are innumerable individuals who firmly believe Alexan- 
der’s treatment for arthritis has helped them greatly. Many of them 
have said they would be glad to appear before the Federal Trade 
Commission as witnesses in his behalf. 

Before the government attorneys have finished with Alexander, 
they will have cut him up like a salami. This is what they are paid 
to do and perhaps it will be for the best. What follows below is not 
an argument for or against this, but merely a little preliminary 
amplification, a look at the lion before he is thrown to the Chris- 
tians. It begins with the disease itself, with what is popularly known 
as “arthritis.” 

“Arthri is the fashionable term for what previous genera- 
tions called “the theumatiz,” ” Tt is a catchall meaning “'inflamma- 
tion of the joints” and may be used to describe any of about 30 
rheumatic Piel which have one thing in common: somehow 
at some time they do affect the joints. In this sense arthritis is 
the most widespread chronic disease in the U.S. There are more 
cases of it than of heart disease, cancer, diabetes and tuberculosis 
combined. About 11 million Americans have arthritis in some 
form and about 30 million are affected by its social, medical 
and economic aspects. 

Of the diseases which cause inflammation of the joints the most 
common and the worst is rheumatoid arthritis, which afflicts nearly 

40% of all arthritis. It attacks the entire body, not merely the 
joints. It is three times more comion among women than among 
men. Ordinarily it begins with symptoms of general fatigue, stiff- 
ness and loss of weight. Then one or more joints, often in the 
fingers, become swollen and painful. The muscles around the 
affected joints fall into two antagonistic groups, straining against 
cach other. Slowly the strong group wins out, distorts or even 
dislocates the joints, leaving deformity and crippling. 
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Mysterious periods of ‘remission’ 


IHE cause of rheumatoid arthritis is unknown and the disease 

follows an irregular course. Often and for no known reason 
patients have periods of “remission” in which they feel no pain 
and in which the disease, aside from whatever permanent damage 
it has already done, appears at an end. Then after a week, a month 
or even years, it appears in virulent form again. Sometimes, per- 
haps after many remissions and relapses, it “burns out” and 
never reappears. 

There are no cures for rheumatoid arthritis. Deformity and 
crippling can be prevented by the use of splints, heat, massage 
and exercise, if the patient receives treatment in time. Aspirin, 
an excellent pain-reliever although it has no curative effect, is 
the only drug that has the general approval of the medical pro- 
fession for use against the disease.

The foregoing presents a brief glimpse of “arthritis,” the disease 
Dan Dale Alexander set out to cure by lubricating the joints. When 
he began his researches he lacked money to take medical courses, 
and consequently did his studying alone in medical libraries 
Hartford and New York. For about 10 years he spent most of his 
spare time reading all the literature he could find about arthritis, 
meanwhile supporting himself by managing a small newspaper 
route and working in defense plants. He also spent seven months 
in the Air Force and for two years worked in a veterans’ hospital 
in Newington, Conn. where he performed routine chores and did 
simple laboratory work not connected with arthritis. 

Alexander's researches bore fruit, it seemed to him. His mother 
died in 1946, but not, he says, before he had cured her. As he con: 
tinued to work he experimented on himself, inducing what he was 
sure was an arthritic condition in his own body and then curing it 
Finally in 1949 he wrote Arthritis and Common Sense, not with 
the intent of making money or becoming famous but purely as a 
service to man, The substance of the book is as follows: 

Early in the book Alexander lists some of the diseases and condi- 
tions that affect the joints, but thereafter lumps them all together 
as “arthritis.” The cause of arthritis, he says, is dryness within t 
body, particularly in the joints: "Without question, you shou 
rush lubricating oils to the linings of your joints and to the car 
lage nearest your arthritic pains. . . . Lubricate them, and yo 
arthritis will be gone.” He does not contend that the arthritis will 
be completely cured, but “gone.” 

The way to lubricate the joints, Alexander says, is through diet, 
Arthritics should eat foods rich in “dietary oils” but should avoid 
acids such as those in lemon or grapefruit juice, which “cut” the 
oils and dry out the body. Moreover, arthritics should be excced- 
careful about drinking water, which does not mix with oil. 
The best dietary oils, Alexander says, are those which contain 
vitamins, notably vitamin D. And the best source of vitamin D is 
cod-liver oil. Arthritics should take a tal nful with orange 
juice every day. Cod-liver oil taken in this m he

There are other points in Alexander's book, but the foregoing 
are the main ones. Soon after completing his manuscript in 1949 
he approached various major publishers and all turned him down. 
In 1950, however, he found a small Boston publisher who was 
willing to print a limited edition, provided that Alexander himself 
purchased the first 500 copies. He did not realize that this was 
a “vanity” printing, which is oft ed by small publishers 
for unrecognized authors, although he did think it was odd that 
he had to buy all those books. 

Having bought the books, Alexander wanted to sell them. But 
when he approached various bookstores in the Hartford area, none 
of the proprietors would give him shelf room. Some of them no 
doubt have since looked more than casually at the gas pipe. 

In January 1951 Alexander got his first break. The Hartford 
Times printed a feature story about him and his book: as a resident 
of nearby Newington he was a local boy, and hence good copy. 
‘After the story appeared, Witkower’s Bookstore, a fine old Hart- 
ford firm, agreed to take two copies of Arthritis and Common Sense 
on consignment. After these copies were sold, Witkower's took 
five, and after these in turn had been disposed of, Witkower's took 
50. Presently, to the astonishment of owner Israel Witkower, the 
book began to sell at the incredible rate of 40 to 50 copies a day. 
There was no advertising, no promotion, the only impetus being, 
as far as Witkower could see, word of mouth.

Arthrities are always looking for a new treatment, and when one 
comes along they talk about it among themselves. In Hartford, they 
were talking excitedly about Arthritis and Common Sense. 

After all 500 of Alexander's books had been sold it was apparent 
that a publishing bonanza might be at hand, although the true size 
of it was not then dreamed of. Bernard Witkower, 39-year-old son 
of the bookstore’s owner, therefore formed with Alexander a com- 
pany to publish Arthritis and Common Sense on a medium scale, 
‘They bought the plate rights from the Boston publisher and called 
their new corporation Witkower Press. Alexander is president and 
Bernard Witkower secretary and treasurer. 

To promote the book, Witkower Press retained an able young 

ublic relations man named Robert Ensworth, head of Ensworth 
terprises of New York. It was Ensworth’s idea that the book 
might sell well in department stores 
rather than in ordinary bookstores 
and that Alexander could stimulate 
sales by giving lectures. Accordingly 
he arranged for Alexander to make a 
brief talk at the Broadway-Crenshaw, 
a big Los Angeles store, in August 
1951. There was little advance pub- 
licity for the lecture but the store’s 
360-seat auditorium was filled to 
capacity, with another 600 people 
milling around in the luggage de- 
artment, After hearing Alexander's 
lecture they bought 400 books on 
é the spot, and within a week another 

1,000 had been sold. 

From Los Angeles, Alexander 
went to San Francisco, where he 
filled the 450-seat auditorium at the 
Emporium, a downtown store, four 
times and sold another 1,000 books. 
Thereupon Ensworth worked out a nationwide itinerary for him 
and the great venture was on. 

In the next four years Alexander drove back and forth across 
the U.S. several times, wearing out four automobiles and covering 
more than 300,000 miles. It was an exhausting and lonely life 
—"My only companion,” he says, “was Arthur Godfrey.” By the 
end of 1955 Alexander had lectured at least once, and in many 
repeatedly, in leading department stores in almost every 
in the country, and had sold 300,000 books. (The retail 
price is $3.95, with about half being retained by the stores and 
the balance going to Witkower Press.) 

Everywhere Alexander's audiences were large and enthusiastic. 
Frequently he had to lecture out of doors so all could hear. Perhaps 
90% of his listeners were elderly—in St. Petersburg, Fla., which 
has a great many old folks, Alexander once drew a crowd of 6,000. 

Alexander's lectures, which he now delivers infrequently be- 
cause his television film does most of his selling for him, are 
casual, and there is great rapport between him and the crowd. 
“If you play the piano, you will get arthritis in your fingers,” 
he once told an audience of elderly women at the R. H. White 
store in Boston. “If you did a lot of horseback riding, where do 
you think you would get it?” 

He does not burden his audience with technical details. “Vita- 
mins make the hormones,” he said to the old Bostonians, “so it 
is important to protect the vitamins. Let’s forget the hormones. 
It gets too technical. . . .” 

It is a source of great personal satisfaction to him to be told— 
as he often is—that his book has brought health and freedom from. 
pain to arthritics. Indeed, when he lectures in a store for the 
second or third time, many of his listeners are individuals who 
have bought the book previously and have turned up to tell him 
how much it has done for them. Alexander enjoys this, enjoys 
being well liked and admired. Unhappily this has caused him to 
make some statements about himself, or at any rate to create some 
impressions, which are not wholly accurate. 

On the jacket of his book, beneath his picture, appears the line, 
“Dan Dale Alexander, Ph.D.” Inside the book Alexander says that 
he studied “the premedical course” at Trinity College and later 
took courses at Columbia University. He also says, “I pursued my 
search in the laboratories of the Air Force General Hospital, San 
Antonio, Texas,” and, “as guest of the Army and Navy General 
Hospital in Hot Springs, Ark. I had further opportunity to observe

After the committee's statement, an interesting question re- 
mains: how is it that so many people, many of them intelligent 
and well informed, sincerely feel that Alexander's suggestio 
have been of great benefit to them?

There are some explanations, as the Arthritis and Rheumatism 
Foundation points out. First, an untold number of the people who 
believe Alexander's suggestions have cured their “arthritis” never 
had the disease at all. In his book Alexander lists 19 “symptoms” 
which he honestly bel ed with arthritis, but 18 of 
them in fact are not. Among them are dandruff, sterility, varicose 
veins, an itchy nose, buzzing ears and clammy hands. Many an 
elderly person, observing one or more of these “symptoms” in him- 
self, and pethaps also having a stiff neck or a pain in the elbow, 
may conclude that he has arthritis. If he then buys the book, fol- 
lows a healthy diet and gets some rest, he may believe that he has 
been miraculously cured. 

Alexander's suggestions may also have “cured” some individuals 
who actually have arthritis. Most sufferers from osteoarthritis, for 
example, are elderly and somewhat overweight. If they follow a 
healthy reducing diet such as Alexander suggests, they will feel 
better. In some mild of osteoarthritis of the weight arin; 
joints, weight reduction is all that is necessary to make all pain 
and inconvenience disappear, 

Many individuals who suffer from rheumatoid arthritis are un- 
derweight and generally debilitated.

The Strangest Birds 
in the World 


BOWERBIRDS BUILD ELABORATE STRUCTURES FOR COURTING 


Painted for LIFE by JOSEPH SIBAL 


In the tangled, damp mountain forests of New Guinea and Australia, and 
on the adjoining grasslands beyond them, live the strangest birds in the 
world—the bower builders, comparatively drab relatives of the gaudy 
birds of paradise. Each year near courtship time a male constructs an 
ornate bower in which he conducts his courtship. The basis of the bower 
is a mat of twigs, moss or ferns built on the earth. This is usually ex- 
tended by walls or towers and decorated with colored shells and stones, 
insect skeletons, bits of leaves and rosins. The 
decoration becomes fantastically ornate among 
some species and others even use a tool to 
paint their bowers with berry juice. 

Long a fascinating puzzle to naturalists, the 
behavior of the bowerbirds has now become of 
even greater interest through a radical theory 
put forth by an ornithologist named E. Thomas 
Gilliard, Until this year scientists believed the 
bowerbirds were a separate family from the lav- 
ishly colored birds of paradise and, on the basis 
of their simpler appearance and structure, were 
considered a more primitive family. The bow- 
erbirds that built the most elaborate bowers 
were the drabbest of the family and were called 
among the most primitive of all. 

But Gilliard, who is on the staff of the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History and has made 
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five expeditions to New Guinea to study these birds at first hand, has an 
entirely new theory which is now being dramatized by an exhibit in the 
museum. On the basis of his own observations and the work of other 
naturalists, Gilliard concludes that the drabbest-looking bowerbirds are 
actually the most advanced and that their behavior rather than their 
structure should be the yardstick of evolution. Originally, Gilliard ex- 
plains, they conducted a courtship display of plumage in treetops as do 
most birds of paradise and other birds. But 
gradually they moved their display closer and 
closer to the ground and took to building bow- 
ers, like those on the opposite page. The birds’ 
behavior modified their physical characteris- 
tics. As bowers grew more elaborate (following 
feathers grew plainer—a bright bower 

viding a good substitute for bright plum- 
age in attracting a female and far less of a 
liability on the ground. 

The ornateness of the bowers, the endless 
variety of colorful objects that the birds gather 
for decoration and their unparalleled ability 
to paint suggest a form of behavior which is 
unknown elsewhere below the level of humans. 
In spite of their primitive appearance, Gilliard 
believes, some of the bowerbirds are by far 
the most advanced of all in the bird world.

Joyce Cary’s best-selling novel of 1944, “life delights in life.”” Neither Jim- 
son nora dozen other ebullient Cary characters, whom critics have hailed for re- 
stocking English literature with a sense of human joy, loves life more than Cary 
himself. And never more so than today. In spite of a creeping paralysis which 
has left him almost totally immobile, Cary is determined to continue to the end 
(which could be a matter of months) the writing that has made him one of the 


half-dozen finest living novelists. He broke into his routine recently to allow 


the pictures on these pages to be made. 

Cary was born in Londonderry of an Angio-Irish family and educated in Eng- 
land. In 1920 after eight years of war, wounds and a stretch in the African colo- 
nial service, he settled down with his wife in Oxford to write. A dozen more years

Their manner 
has the circumspection that one takes toward the 
convalescent victim of a nervous breakdown—a 
soothing pretense that nothing important has hap- 
pened, behind which lies an expectation that at 
any moment we may start jibbering and sawing 
the air. 

This wry comment probabl s quite 
well the attitude of most Americans toward Prime 
Minister Macmillan and his entourage as they ar- 

: in Bermuda to talk with President Eisen- 
hower. As of last Oct. 31 our firmest assumptions 
about the British turned out to be unreliable. That 
20th Century Britain should resort to paratroop 
diplomacy while deceiving her chief ally, flouting 
the United Nations and risking the questionable 
unity of the Commonwealth—this was (and still 
is) astonishingly un-British according to the fa- 
miliar view of what Britain was supposed to be 

In examining the possible causes we can find 
grounds for sympathy. It has long been evident 
that Britannia has entered a delicate period of 
life; if hot flashes and bouts of unreasonablene: 
marked her decline, if she has been reluctant to 
face her changed status in a world in which she 
no longer rules the waves or much else—this can 
be understood. Considering that for many years 
now, too, she has been torn between her moral 
scruples, which made her hesitate to use force, 
and the urgent need to preserve and protect her 
economic interests, which made her hesitate not 
to use force; and considering that the Suez ven- 
ture, as it turned out, served the interests of nei- 
ther morality nor expedience—we can understand 
that this could produce tortured emotions, Never- 
theless it is necessary to ask some quite personal 
questions just now about our favorite ally. Is she 
quite herself again? What kind of country, in 
short, is it that Mr. Macmillan and his colleagues 
come to Bermuda to represent?

INDING themselves in difficulties and yet unable to decide 

quite whom to blame, the British people have needed a sc 
goat. This necessary part is being filled primarily by America. Anti- 
Americanism has passed through several phases during the past 
months. At the time of the ultimatum and our vigorous reaction 
to it, people felt pro- or anti-U.S. according to their feeling about 
the Suez action itself. During the ensuing period, when we brought 
heavy pressure in the U.N. to make the British and French forces 
leave the canal and Israeli forces withdraw from Egyptian territory 
and Gaza, this often turned to anger. 

This anger cooled fairly soon. But at the same time, as the ori e 
inal issues became more and more fuzzy in people’s minds, 
general tendency increased to look skeptically at America’s poli 
cies, methods and motives, and by now this condition is pandemic. 
Because of the national humiliation suffered at Suez, and based 
more deeply on countless large and small happenings through the 
years—our rise to pre-eminence while their power declined: even 
the success of U.S. troops with British girls during the war and 
now near our air bases—this resentment can be found at all social 
and intellectual levels. 

This feeling rarely applies to Americans as individuals. The 
American visitor is treated almost anywhere with personal friend- 
liness, It applies in a diffuse way, however, to the British image 
of America—as a big, strong, generally well-meaning country but 
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ANTI-AMERICAN FEELING was blatantly displayed by Fred O'Neill, auto 
junk dealer. Hostile demonstrations of this sort disappeared after a few days.

Happily for the U.N., and for America’s attempts on its behalf, 
Dr. Geoffrey Fisher, the Archbishop of Canterbury, has a much 
more direct influence on British opinion than does Dr. Murray, 
Last September, in a dramatic appearance in the House of Lords, 
he had urged the government to put aside threats of force and 
leave the solution of the Suez problem to the U.N. Last Dece: 
ber, at the height of the feelings stirred up by the British troop 
withdrawal, he had used his Christmas sermon in Canterbury 
Cathedral to say, “We must be very careful not to scorn the 
United Nations for being weak or ridiculous.” 

Interviewed recently at Lambeth Palace, his official residence, 
Dr. Fisher reaffirmed his long-standing support of the U.N. Look: 
ing like an apotheosis of all fictional English vicars, with his white 
frizz of hair, his crinkly and kindly blue eyes and expressive face, 
but wearing a cassock of purple and a golden cross on a golden 
chain, he began by relaxing informally into an easy chair and 
stretching out his fegs.

Uneasy Britons want to migrate

ment’s courage in presenting them. They signaled an attempt to 
work out “something new” in the internal relations of the state 
to its citizens. 

Along with this have come signs of an imaginative approach 
toward solving the country’s most fundamental long-term econom- 
ic problems: its deficits of both commercial and human energy. As 
an industrial nation, Britain has been entirely at the mercy of its 
fuel resources. Although coal production has for a long time 
lagged behind needs, it is beginning to rise. A massive development 
program now being worked out contains the promise, or at least 
the possibility, of producing plentiful supplies of coal at reasona- 
ble prices. But oil is quite another matter: nothing that anyone 
could do would remedy nature’s failure to put oil deposits under 
the ground. Suez in a very real sense has been the country’s jug- 
ular vein, and as long as this is true the British people will have 
that smothered feeling at the thought of another nation’s thumb 
poised over it. There is a way, however, to ameliorate this danger, 
and it lies in atomic power. 

‘Two years ago the Eden government laid out an atomic energy 
program that was far in advance of the U.S.’s or. as far as anyone 
knows, of Russia’s. A few weeks ago Macmillan’s government 
announced that this big program would be tripled, with the result 
that by 1965 nuclear power will be produ the nation’s 
Slectrieiig, Tha BALM people atwclosaly, grotly intareated in all 
this, One hears from a London cab driver, “Give us this ‘ere 
atomic power and those new supertankers that'll go around the 
Cape, and Nasser can bloody well have his bloody damn canal.” 

As for the mental energy, Macmillan believes that among most 
people the currents of imagination and ambition flow in proportion 
to financial incentive. Inflation and high taxes have made it seem 
hardly worth while for a great many of the British people to try to 
think harder or work better—for the greatest reward for effort 
could be only a small increase in the individual's standard of liv- 
. Remedying this, Macmillan knows, will be an intensely com- 
plicated and no doubt long-drawn-out job. In spite of the “credit 
squeeze” which he put on while chancellor of the exchequer last 
year, inflation has crept along. And there is no present prospect of 
4 tax cut, although there could be some rearrangement of tax rates 
to give more incentive to the middle classes and industrial man- 
ment. Meanwhile he clearly intends to do what he can to make 
‘opportunity state” real: he has a goal and a program, and it

gives the workingman and the businessman alike a sense that some- 
thing new is in the wind. 

At the same time something new is being attempted in the rela- 
tionship of Britain to the rest of the world. Under Minister of 
Defense Duncan Sandys the entire defense apparatus is being ex- 


amined with a resolution to cut and to do so if necessary 
even at the risk of reducing Britain's relative power and prestige. 
From the point of view of America and the other NATO countries. 
this is a mistaken and dangerous course, but there is no doubt that 
it is popular in Britain. Among intellectuals there is a disposition 
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to strip away all sentiment and to believe that Britain may be 
better fitted for the role of a “third-rate power.” They have pro- 
duced the concept of a future “little England,” a small but happy 
and prosperous country rather on the order of Sweden or Switzer- 
land. Almost needless to say, this is edly a minority idea. 
But there is a vast majority desirous of examining the country’s 
real resources and adjusting its international position to conform 
with the facts. 

A corollary is the wide approval of the government's decision 
to take Britain into some form of close trading relationship with 
the new European common market. It is true that this is a nervous 
approval. No one quite knows yet what it will mean in practical 
terms. The government itself has no very detailed notions of who 
will benefit and who will suffer how much when the tariff walls on 
manufactured goods begin to melt away. Labor, which had favored 
the free trade idea in principle well before the present common 
market scheme came along, is palpitantly uneasy as to what the 
effects will be in the present tense. As for businessmen, in the 
words of John Anderson, assistant editor of the Manchester Guard- 
ian, “everyone approves of it—and half-way hopes that it won't 
really happen.” For who can be sure that his own product will not 
be made better and cheaper by some firm in Belgium, the Nether- 
lands, Luxembourg, Italy, France or Germany? 

Yet the general approval exists, and it represents a reversal of 
traditional British mental habits. There is the feeling that here, in 
unity with a dynamic idea, is a door to the future, a way to make 
Britain—great if possible, not at if need be—make sense in 
relation to the rest of the world, 

And in spite of what America and much of the world cannot help 
regarding as a moral lapse,a temporary blackout of conscience, the 
essential moral character of Britain remains. The nation that gave 
so many other countries the concept of g nt by law, the 
parliamentary idea; whose colonialism, whatever its motive of 
self-interest, was at least often carried on as if it had a Christian 
missionary purpose; the country that, from St. Augustine to Ber- 
trand Russell, has contributed so many introspections into the 
moral nature of man—this country is not really changed. What 
Mr. Macmillan represents just now, as he comes to Bermuda, may 
be a nation characterized by confusion, recriminations and regrets, 
but it is also a nation characterized by basic stamina and fiber, 
a basic sense of right and wrong, and, what is usually as important, 
a strong appreciation of the arts of the possible. 

Macmillan, with his mind on Britain’s future, has a deep sense 
of Britain’s past. And he believes that what made Britain great was 
not so much its military and economic power—for its rivals and 
adversaries often were more powerful—but its sense of mission 
and its political skill. With some conceit, but also with much 
truth, it confidently represented the moral and intellectual ideas of 
Western civilization. And Macmillan believes, despite the tempo- 
rary loss of British moral prestige over Suez, that this is also Brit- 
ain’s future—a future which she cannot, in the elementary nature 
of things, ever expect to dominate by force, but which she can 
influence decisively by the weight o!
